divulge this matter to any of his many friends in Germany since he feels 
it would really oause ill feeling toward the United States on the part of 
many Oarmana who would Just as soon remain neutral in the present politloal

iwm^i;SkbHZOTris not losing any sleep over the matter and 
has shown mo fimoor toward any of his American friends either in 02DA0ID 
or pUUHIT* He* however, expressed oonoera over PBPHDCB intelUgwe^ 
capabilities in the struggle against Communism.
